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INSTALLATION  OF  COLORADO  BETA 
CHAPTER. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  good  news  that  a  charter  had  been  granted 
to  our  local  and  v.hich  was  to  be  known  as  Colorado  Beta,  we  took 
active  steps  to  hold  a  speedy  installation  as  the  college  year  was  draw'- 
ing  to  a  close.  The  Grand  Chapter  decided  that  they  would  hold  our 
installation  on  May  21st. 

Bright  and  early  on  that  date  the  members  of  Gamma  Sigma  Tau 
began  to  arrive  in  town  for  the  big  event  which  was  scheduled  to  be- 
gin promptly  at  9  o'clock.  Representatives  were  sent  from  Colorado 
Alpha,  Kansas  Alpha  and  Nebraska  Alpha,  and  together  with  the 
'help  of  Grand  Treasurer  Wingett  and  Grand  Historian  Smith  com- 
posed the  initiation  team.  Shortly  after  9  o'clock  the  first  initiate 
was  started  on  the  path  toward  the  secrets  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and 
the  strenuous  vrork  continued  throughout  the  day  and  until  the  small 
hours  of  the  night.  When  the  final  count  was  made  thirty-seven  men 
had  learned  the  secrets  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  It  was  certainly  a 
grand  gathering  and  we  can  be  safe  in  saying  that  Colorado  Beta 
broke  a  few  records  when  it  came  to  the  number  of  initiates  who  have 
been  enlightened  on  installation  day. 

The  work  of  the  initiating  team  was  faultless  and  everything 
moved  along  smoothly,  there  being  no  incidents  to  mar  their  good 
work.  We  had  been  accused  of  going  out  on  the  campus  and  roping 
in  the  whole  college,  but  after  assuring  the  committee  that  our  local 
has  had  a  long  existence  everything  became  calm  and  serene. 

As  the  university  is  located  eight  miles  from  the  city  of  Denver  and 
since  we  had  such  a  large  list  of  initiates,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
serve  a  light  lunch  at  noon  and  a  banquet  in  the  evening.  Thanks  be  to 
the  matron,  Mrs.  M.  Spicer,  who  arranged  one  of  her  noted  dinners 
and  which  seemed  to  please  all  the  brothers  present. 

The  evening  was  spent  in  completing  the  initiation  and  about 
midnight,  everyone  being  completely  worn  out,  made  their  way  toward 
a  comfortable  resting  place,  looking  forward  to  the  entertainment  of 
the  next  day. 
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On  ]May  11  we  held  one  of  the  largest  dances  ever  given  by  our 
chapter.  Invitations  had  been  given  to  representatives  of  the  Greek 
letter  fraternities  located  at  Denver  University  and  the  Colorado  Alpha 
Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  at  the  University  of  Colo- 
rado, as  well  as  all  alumni  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Denver.  The 
ball  room  of  the  Albany  Hotel  was  tastefully  decorated  in  our  fra- 
ternity colors  and  small  colored  electric  lights  which  were  strung 
around  a  grape  arbor.  About  seventy-hve  couples  tripped  the  light 
fantastic,  each  one  declaring  the  ''best  ever"  and  congratulating  us 
on  our  dance.  During  the  dance  the  chapter  had  arranged  to  stage 
a  little  farce  to  commemorate  the  passing  of  the  local  into  wider  fields, 
and  as  this  chapter  is  noted  for  its  originality  everyone  looked  for- 
ward to  the  first  extra,  which  was  entitled  "Farewell  to  Gamma  Sigma 
Tau."  When  this  dance  was  announced  the  brothers  all  assembled  in 
an  adjoining  room  and  soon  the  strains  of  the  funeral  march  was 
heard  and  the  door  of  the  room  opened  and  Brother  Bowen  appeared, 
followed  by  a  guard  of  honor  carrying  a  casket,  then  came  the  chapter 
in  columns  of  twos.  Slowly  they  marched  around  the  hall  until  the 
appointed  place  had  been  reached  and  then  the  casket  was  deposited 
on  two  pillars  and  the  brothers  formed  a  large  circle  around  it. 
Brother  Bowen  informed  the  brothers  of  the  great  event,  and  since 
they  had  fought  so  bravely  under  the  old  colors,  it  had  been  decided 
to  bury  all  the  secrets  of  the  local.  The  ritual,  records  and  all  em- 
blems worn  by  the  brothers  were  deposited  into  the  casket,  after 
which  it  was  entrusted  to  one  of  the  brothers  to  destroy. 

The  second  extra  was  entitled  "Welcome,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon," 
and  the  brothers  again  assembled  in  an  outer  room,  but  marched  in  to 
the  tune  of  "College  Life."  After  forming  a  circle  Brother  Bowen 
informed  Brother  Wingett  that  the  chapter  was  ready  to  receive  the 
secrets  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  that  they  would  guard  them  safely, 
as  they  had  done  those  of  the  local.  Brother  Wingett  addressed  the 
chapter  for  a  few  minutes,  wishing  them  success  as  Colorado  Beta  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  following  day  we  held  a  reception  to  the  student  body,  faculty, 
fraternities  and  societies  of  the  University,  which  ended  our  three- 
dav  celebration  known  as  "Installation  davs." 
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THE  GAMMA  SIGMA  TAU  FRATERNITY. 

A  Word  Concerning  Its  History,  Aims  and  Standing. 

In  1905,  the  male  students  of  the  University  of  Denver  had  in- 
creased to  such  numbers  that  the  supply  of  fraternities  was  inadequate 
for  the  demand.  In  view  of  this  fact,  which  has  been  each  year  more 
clearly  demonstrated,  the  Gamma  Sigma  Tau  Fraternity  was  founded 
in  October  of  1906. 

Our  fraternity  was  conceived  with  the  purpose  of  adhering  closely 
to  the  most  popular  interpretation  of  the  true  Greek  spirit — that  of 
perfectly  rounded  manhood.  Keeping  this  in  mind,  we  have  devel- 
oped ourselves  in  every  possible  phase  of  college  life  and  personal 
life.  Our  aim  has  been  to  make  good  men,  and  we  have  met  with  un- 
deniably remarkable  success. 

Within  the  same  year  that  the  organization  took  place,  the  frater- 
nity achieved  recognition  as  a  political  power.  Already  fond  of  sports, 
the  second  year  found  us  strongly  represented  in  every  form  of  col- 
lege athletics.  In  our  third  year  we  were  able  to  say  that  there  was  no 
organization  in  the  entire  student  body  in  which  Gamma  Sigma  Tau 
was  not  taking  an  active  part.  It  was  also  at  the  beginning  of  this 
year  that  we  received  full  social  recognition  from  the  other  Greek 
societies  of  the  University.  The  fourth  and  fifth  years  have  witnessed 
a  natural,  healthy  growth  in  every  respect. 

We  have  been  maintaining  one  of  the  largest  fraternity  houses  in 
University  Park.  Our  total  membership,  active  and  alumnus,  amounts 
to  70  men,  of  upright  character  and  stainless  reputation. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  DENVER. 

The  data  here  presented  is  the  justification  of  the  statement  of  the 
Colorado  Supreme  Court  that  this  is  "the  pioneer  school  of  higher 
learning  in  this  State. ""  The  charter  of  the  Colorado  Seminary  was 
granted  by  the  territorial  legislature  at  Golden  on  the  5th  of  March, 
1864.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  the  work  of  instruction  was  commenced 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.   George  Richardson.      That  was  ten 
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years  before  any  similar  work  was  begun  elsewhere  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region.  In  1880,  the  Colorado  Seminary  developed  into 
the  University  of  Denver.  With  the  fall  quarter  of  1913  the  Univer- 
sity entered  upon  its  fiftieth  academic  year.  The  first  university  de- 
grees conferred  in  Colorado  were  given  by  this  institution  in  April 
of  1882. 

Under  the  charter  of  the  University  of  Denver,  section  3  states 
"that  no  test  of  religious  faith  shall  ever  be  applied  as  a  condition  of 
admission  into  said  university,  but  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  all  proper  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  con- 
duct of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  management  of  all  affairs  per- 
taining to  said  institution." 

The  schools  of  Law,  Dentistry,  ]^Iusic  and  Commerce  are  situated 
in  the  center  of  Denver,  within  two  blocks  of  the  post-office  and  within 
one  block  of  the  center  of  the  tramway  system  of  street  cars.  The  col- 
lege of  Liberal  Arts  is  located  at  University  Park,  within  the  city 
limits,  but  removed  from  the  distractions  of  the  city.  It  is  about 
seven  miles  from  the  center  of  town  and  is  the  choicest  location  in  or 
about  Denver.  It  is  higher  than  the  Capitol  Building,  and  command\s 
a  fine  view  of  the  city.  The  mountains  are  in  full  view  for  a  distance 
of  200  miles,  with  the  valley  and  foothills  between.  Xo  grander  loca- 
tion can  be  found. 

Laiv  Department. — The  law  department,  being  situated  in  the 
down- town  school,  allows  the  students  convenient  access  to  the  law 
libraries  and  courts.  There  is  a  law  dispensary  for  the  students  of 
the  last  two  A'ears,  thus  giving  a  practical  as  well  as  a  theoretical 
course.  The  standing  of  the  school  is  very  high.  A  good  number  of 
eastern  school  men  will  be  noticed  among  the  members  of  our  law 
classes,  showing  that  our  school  has  a  reputation. 

Department  of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance. — The  School  of 
Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  mile- 
stones of  advancement  in  the  commercial  life  of  the  West.  L'p  to 
the  founding  of  this  department  there  was  no  course  offered  west  of 
Chicago  that  was  in  any  way  commensurate  with  the  needs  and  re- 
quirements of  present  day  business.  It  is  the  object  of  the  school  to 
furnish  a  universitv  training;  in  business  and  for  the  profession  of  ac- 
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countancy,  both  in  practical  and  theoretical  work,  on  a  par  with  that 
of  other  professions,  and  of  a  character  unsurpassed  in  the  country. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Public  Accounts  being  taken  as  authority,  there  are  few  schools 
in  the  United  States  having  scope  comparable  with  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Denver.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  the  University, 
to  Denver  and  to  the  West  that  we  should  be  in  this  respect  so  much 
in  advance  of  more  populous  cities  and  States. 

Liberal  Arts  Department. — The  college  of  Liberal  Arts  presup- 
poses a  high  school  or  academy  course  of  standard  grade.  The  sys- 
tem of  units  adopted  is  chiefly  based  upon  the  requirements  of  the  Col- 
lege Entrance  Examination  Board;  the  examination  given  by  this 
board  are  accepted  by  the  leading  universities  of  the  country  and  are 
becoming  national  standards. 

At  the  present  time  the  campus  presents  a  striking  contrast  to  its 
appearance  three  years  ago.  At  that  time  there  were  only  the  two 
main  buildings,  the  Iliff  School  of  Theology  and  University  Hall. 
On  the  slope  to  the  west  of  these  there  now  stands  the  360,000  Car- 
negie Library;  on  the  north,  one  on  each  side  of  the  main  walk  lead- 
ing  from  the  car  lines,  are  situated  the  $30,000  g}TQnasimii,  finished 
last  summer,  and  the  860,000  chapel,  gift  of  the  Colorado  !M.  E. 
churches,  which  is  now  nearly  completed.  Across  from  the  library 
is  the  $100,000  Science  Hall.  Another  corner  of  the  campus  is  given 
to  tennis  courts.  Another  step  taken  three  years  ago.  although  by  pri- 
vate individuals,  was  the  erection  of  a  men's  dormitory,  one  block 
from  the  college  campus.  About  the  same  time  was  also  seen  the 
removal  of  the  football  park  to  Koehler  field,  thus  bringing  all  the 
influences  that  bear  on  the  collej^e  life  out  to  University  Park. 
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INSTALLATION  OF  TENNESSEE  ALPHA. 

The  morning  of  May  29,  1913,  found  the  members  of  Phi  Alpha  Phi 
fraternity  feeling  that  they  were  soon  to  realize  what  they  had  long 
looked  forw^ard  to — the  installation  into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  frater- 
nity. That  was  a  happy  and  yet  a  sad  time  for  us.  The  years  we  had 
worked  together  to  promote  the  interest  of  our  fraternity  as  a  local 
had  given  us  many  tender  feelings  for  that  old  name  of  Phi  Alpha 
Phi.  On  the  other  hand,  we  were  happy  to  think  that  our  greatest 
hopes  in  promoting  the  interests  of  Phi  Alpha  Phi  were  now  to  be 
welcomed  in  reality.  And  so  it  was  with  these  mingled  feelings  that 
we  met  early  on  the  morning  of  Thursday,  May  29th,  in  the  Wood- 
man's Hall  for  the  purpose  of  being  admitted  to  the  secrets  of  Sigm.a 
Phi   Epsilon. 

Our  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  W.  L.  Phillips,  who  had  been 
warmly  welcomed  by  Phi  Alpha  Phi  on  May  28th,  was  assisted  in 
the  installation  by  Brothers  Carr  and  Milner,  both  of  Georgia  Alpha 
Chapter.  The  others  who  were  expected  to  assist  were  unavoidably 
kept  from  the  installation. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  Commencement  and  final  examinations 
had  already  begun  at  the  University,  several  were  unable  to  attend  the 
installation.  Those  admitted  to  the  mysteries  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
were  as  follows:

After  we  had  perfected  our  organization  we  went  to  the  old  quarters 
of  Phi  Alpha  Phi,  which  had  been  changed  in  our  absence  to  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  for  a  pleasant  hour.  While  there  we  read  the  tele- 
grams received  from  our  sister  chapters. 

At  9  o'clock  we  assembled  in  the  banquet  hall  of  the  Imperial 
Hotel  to  finish  up  the  events  of  the  day.  An'  eight  course  menu  was 
then  served  as  follows:

Our  evening  was  well  closed  by  listening  to  the  excellent  ad- 
dresses given  by  those  who  were  called  upon.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  P.  A.  Rockwell,  Brother  Phillips  called  on  Brother  Carr  to  toast 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  we  were  led  to  have  more  faith,  if  possible, 
in  the  benefits  of  our  new  fraternity. 

Brother  Love,  who  was  present  at  the  banquet,  did  not  arrive  in 
town  in  time  for  initiation  at  the  time  of  installation.  After  the 
banquet  and  toasts  were  over,  therefore,  the  pledges  present  were 
asked  to  retire  and  Brother  Love,  who  had  founded  Phi  Alpha  Phi, 
was  taken  into  tthe  mysteries  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  commencement  and  examinations  were 
calling  forth  our  most  earnest  efforts,  this  closed  the  festivities  con- 
nected with  the  installation,  but  we  went  to  bed  in  the  small  hours 
of  the  morning  feeling  that  a  great  future  lay  in  store  for  us  if  we 
followed  the  pace  set  by  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

HISTORY  OF  PHI  ALPHA  PHI. 

Some  three  years  ago,  while  our  alumnus,  Brother  Love,  was  in 
school,  there  germinated  in  the  minds  of  Brother  Love  and  a  few  of 
his  friends  the  fact  that  existing  fraternity  conditions  were  not  what 
they  should  be  at  the  University  of  Tennessee.  Most  of  them  had 
been  looked  upon  favorably  by  other  fraternities,  but  without  re- 
sults in  their  careers.  They  did  not  care  to  unite  themselves  with 
the  existing  aggregations  of  fraternity  bunches.  The  seed-thought 
germinated  there  that  these  standards,  set  by  the  existing  fraternity 
conditions,  could  be  raised  by  starting  an  organization  with  nothing 
but  the  highest  standards  to  back  it  up.     They  sought  out  boys  with 
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high  standards  for  their  university  at  heart.  These  were  not  hard 
to  find,  for  it  had  come  to  such  a  pass  that  boys  that  cared  for  scholar- 
ship, etc.,  did  not  care  so  much  for  fraternities  at  this  university. 
From  this  seed-thought  sprang  the  name  of  Phi  Alpha  Phi.  Its 
growth  has  been  rapid  and  flourishing  until  now  it  has  been  grafted 
on  to  the  trunk  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  from  which  it  will  receive 
sap  in  the  form  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the  best  fraternity  in 
the  world  and  for  which  it  is  to  bear  fruit. 

Needless  to  say  Phi  Alpha  Phi  has  had  a  career.  Meeting  from 
room  to  room,  they  formed  their  plans,  made  out  their  ritual  and  by- 
laws on  the  order  of  a  fraternity  and  started  to  work.  The  pro- 
fessors and  heads  of  the  university  saw  their  plan  and  were  glad  to 
welcome  their  efforts.  Working  quietly  at  first  and  then  openly, 
they  began  to  accomplish  things.  Their  names  began  to  appear  on 
the  honor  rolls  in  regular  order.  Their  names  began  to  appear  as 
members  of  the  staffs  of  our  different  periodicals.  Some  of  us  came 
out  as  the  winners  of  the  university  "T"  in  athletics.  Our  names 
commenced  to  appear  as  leaders  in  all  university  activities.  It  was 
not  long  until  once  in  a  while  you  could  notice  a  change  in  the  con- 
ditions of  the  other  fraternities. 

Founded  on  these  principles,  Phi  Alpha  could  not  help  but  flour- 
ish. The  second  year  most  of  the  boys  roomed  on  one  floor  of  a 
dormitory,  and  they  had  their  chapter  room  on  that  floor.  The 
next  year,  or  the  year  1912-13,  we  lived  in  a  house  at  921  Temple 
avenue,  which  equalled  if  it  did  not  surpass  any  other  fraternity 
house  at  the  "Hill." 

Our  illustrious  names  became  more  numerous  until  last  year  our 
efforts  were  crowned  with  success  along  all  lines.  Two  of  our  mem- 
bers were  members  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and  one  of  Alpha  Zeta.  One 
of  our  bunch  w^as  editor-in-chief  of  The  Orange  and  White,  another 
assistant  editor  of  The  Orange  and  White,  and  another  was  business 
manager  of  the  U.  of  T.  Farmer,  We  won  our  "T"  in  foot-hall, 
basket-ball  and  base-ball.  We  were  represented  in  the  Military  De- 
partment by  the  Major  of  the  Battalion  and  other  officers.  To  one 
of  our  members  a  Faculty  Scholarship  has  been  awarded  for  the 
year  1913-14.     On  the  other  hand,  we  were  represented  in  the  Vol- 
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unteer  German  Club  by  four  members.  These  are  a  few  of  our 
achievements  to  show  the  nature  of  the  fruit  our  branch  is  to  bear 
to  add  to  the  laurels  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

From  this  sketch  of  the  growth  of  Phi  Alpha  Phi  one  might  see 
that  such  a  bunch  had  merits  that  national  fraternities  are  looking 
for.  We  looked  far  and  wide,  long  and  carefully,  and  then  we  peti- 
tioned Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  were  rewarded  by  receiving  a  charter. 
Let  us  hope  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  may  never  be  sorry  that  she 
heard  the  petition  and  planted  a  chapter  in  a  State  which  had  not 
previously  felt  the  intimate  influence  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  We 
take  this  occasion  for  giving  over  our  efforts  to  be  united  with  those 
■of  the  other  chapters  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  for  saying  that 
Tennessee  Alpha  will  do  her  part  to  advance  the  interests  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  throughout  the  land.

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  TENNESSEE, 

The  University  of  Tennessee,  under  its  maiden  name  of  Blount 
College,  w^as  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  "Territory  South 
of  the  River  Ohio"  on  September  10,  1794.  It  received  its  name 
from  William  Blount,  the  governor  of  the  Territory,  and  was  located 
near  the  present  center  of  the  city  of  Knoxville.  Its  first  president 
was  Rev.  Samuel  Carrick,  "  'liberal,  tolerant,  and  refined,'  than 
whom  none  was  more  scholarly,  none  more  worthy."  Under  his  able 
management  the  college  struggled  on  without  adequate  funds  until, 
in  1807,  it  transferred  its  corporate  funds,  property,  and  effects  to 
the  "East  Tennessee  College,"  just  chartered  by  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, Rey.  Mr.  Carrick  being  retained  as  president  under  the  new  or- 
ganization. The  intention  of  the  General  Assembly  in  incorporating 
the  East  Tennessee  College  was  to  make  it  the  recipient  of  one-half 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands  appropriated  by  Act  of  Congress 
to  the  support  of  two  colleges,  one  in  East,  and  one  in  what  is  now 
Middle  Tennessee.     There  was  great  difficultv  attending  the  sale  of 
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lands  and  the  realization  of  an  adequate  endowment  for  the  new- 
college,  so  that  it  was  not  able,  for  lack  of  funds,  to  open  its  doors 
until  1820.  In  1826  the  present  site  of  the  university  was  purchased, 
and  soon  after  one  of  the  present  buildings.  Old  College,  was  erected. 
Under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Charles  Coffin,  a  most  excellent  begin- 
ning was  made  in  the  organization  of  a  classical  college  of  good 
standard.  In  1840,  during  the  presidency  of  Joseph  Estabrook,  the 
name  of  the  college  was  changed  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  to 
"East  Tennessee  University."  Its  success  in  the  twenty  years  of  its 
operation  was  such  as  to  suggest  the  occupancy  of  the  wider  field 
designated  by  the  new  title. 

In  1869,  during  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Thomas  W.  Humes,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Tennessee  passed  an  Act  establishing  as  a  de- 
partment of  the  university  an  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College, 
and  transferring  to  the  university  for  the  use  of  that  college  the  en- 
dowment resulting  from  the  sale  of  land  scrip  received  by  Tennes- 
see from  the  National  Government  in  accordance  with  the  ^lorrill 
Act  of  1862,  "An  Act  donating  pul^lic  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts."  Thus  the  scope  of  the  institution  was  greatly 
widened,  making  it  now  possi])le,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  to 
begin  the  building  of  a  true  university. 

In  1879  the  name  of  the  university  was  changed  from  "East 
Tennessee  University"  to  "The  University  of  Tennessee."  This  act 
was  pregnant  with  great  meaning  for  the  future.  The  university 
became  peculiarly  pledged,  in  all  its  departments,  to  the  service  and 
the  interest  of  the  State.  It  became,  too,  the  head  and  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  educational  system,  standing  as  the  cap-stone  of 
the  educational  arch.  The  State,  by  this  act,  pledged  the  university 
its  own  name  and  reputation,  and  gave  it  the  assurance  of  a  future 
in  keeping  with  the  new  dignity  which  it  had  assumed. 

During  the  administration  of  Dr.  Charles  W.  Dabney,  which  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  seventeen  years,  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  university  was  substantial  and  along  approved  modern  lines. 
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Following  the  trend  of  modern  practice,  its  doors  have  been  opened 
to  well-qualified  young  women. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  has  shown  an  increasing  in- 
terest in  the  development  of  the  university,  and  has  made  increas- 
ingly generous  appropriations  to  it  during  the  past  four  sessions,  and 
has  formally  declared  it  to  be  a  part  of  and  the  head  of  the  public 
school  s}'stem  of  the  State.  The  result  has  been  a  material  strength- 
ening of  the  work  of  the  institution  in  all  of  its  departments. 


DEPARTMENTS   AND    FACULTIES. 

1.  The  University. — The  University  of  Tennessee  comprises  the 
following  departments:  The  Graduate  School,  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  (including  the  School  of  Education),  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing, the  College  of  Agriculture,  the  College  of  Law,  the  College  of 
Medicine  (including  the  School  of  Pharmacy),  the  College  of  Den- 
tistry and  the  Summer  School  of  the  South.  The  Colleges  of  Medi- 
cine and  Dentistry  are  located  at  Memphis.  The  other  departments 
are  located  at  Knoxville. 

2.  The  Faculties. — The  Faculties  of  the  university  are:  (a)  The 
University  Faculty;  and  (b)  Special  Faculties,  as  follow^s:  The 
Faculty  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  Faculty  of  Engineering,  the  Faculty  of 
Agriculture,  the  Faculty  of  Law,  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  the 
Faculty   of  Dentistry. 

3.  The  University  Faculty. — The  L'niversity  Faculty  consists  of 
the  president,  who  is  ex-officio  the  presiding  officer,  and  the  professors, 
associate  professors,  and  assistant  professors  of  the  university. 
It  is  the  function  of  the  University  Faculty  to  consider  ques- 
tions which  concern  more  than  one  special  faculty  and  questions  of 
university  policy.  The  Graduate  School  is  under  the  immediate 
■charge  of  the  L'niversity  Faculty. 

4.  The  Special  Faculties. — Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of 
the  president,  and  all  professors,  associate  professors,  assistant  pro- 
fessors, and  instructors,  w^ho  teach  in  the  college  under  the  charge 
of  that  faculty;  but  instructors  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote.  Sub- 
ject to  the  right  of  revision  by  the  University  Faculty,  it  is  the  duty 
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of  each  Special  Faculty  to  determine  the  entrance  requirements  for 
its  own  students;  to  prescribe  and  define  courses  of  study  for  them; 
to  determine  the  requirements  for  such  degrees  as  are  offered  to  stu- 
dents under  its  jurisdiction;  to  enact  and  enforce  rules  for  the  guid- 
ance and  government  of  its  students,  and  to  recommend  to  the  admin- 
istration such  candidates  for  degrees  as  may  have  completed  the  re- 
quirements. 


CLEAN-UP  AT  DARTMOUTH. 

College  Is  Determined  to  Have  Fraternity  Reform. 


Xo  Invitations  to  Freshmen  Until  February  21,  1914 — President 
Nichols  Intends  that  Xen'  Students  Shall  Receive  Xo  indue 
Attentions  Until  They  Are  Thoroughly  Settled— Higher  Scholar- 
ship Expected  to  Be  the  Ultimate  Result. 


Dartmouth  will  make  a  strong  effort  to  be  rid  of  the  fraternity 
menace  this  fall,  when  for  the  first  time  since  1906  the  entering  class 
will  not  be  put  through  the  usual  rushing  stunts.  Instead  of  receiv- 
ing the  special  favors  and  flatttery  which  have  always  been  his  due 
the  freshman  will  settle  sedately  in  his  suite,  with  a  minimum  of  atten- 
tion and  full  opportunity  to  pursue  his  college  work.  This  changed 
state  of  affairs  is  the  result  of  the  agreement  adopted  at  the  very  close 
of  the  last  college  year.  Under  this  agreement,  freshmen  will  not  re- 
ceive any  fraternity  invitations  until  February  21,  1914,  two  weeks 
after  the  close  of  the  first  semester  examinations.  This  arrangement 
allows  the  freshman  full  opportunity  to  observe  the  fraternities,  and 
the  fraternities  time  carefully  to  choose  their  men. 

The  scope  of  action  by  which  the  fraternities  will  be  allowed  to  se- 
cure their  men  is  not  yet  fully  determined.     The  rules  state  simply 
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til  at  no  fraternity  shall  make  any  sort  of  agreement  with  a  freshman 
until  February  21,  or  invite  any  freshman  to  its  home  except  at  such 
times  as  may  be  agreed  upon  among  the  fraternities.  Rushing,  as 
such,  is  not  actually  forbidden,  and  it  would  appear  that  fraternity 
men  may  associate  as  much  as  they  please  with  freshmen.  But  not  so. 
For  it  is  the  firm  intention  of  the  administration  to  do  away  with  just 
this  sort  of  nuisance,  and  it  will  probably  take  immediate  steps  to 
stop  it,  should  the  occasion  demand  action.  President  Xichols  has 
told  the  fraternities  that  freshmen  must  be  left  alone,  and  they  know 
he  means  it.  Likewise,  they  know  at  w^hat  risk  they  would  precipitate 
such  another  exercise  of  administrative  authority  as  they  did  last  year. 
Although  Dr.  Nichols  is  very  insistent  on  the  fraternity  leaving 
the  freshman  alone,  he  recognizes  that  the  fraternities  and  freshmen 
must  have  opportunity  to  become  acquainted,  if  the  elections  are  to  be 
at  all  satisfactory,  and  he  has  encouraged  the  entertainment  system 
used  last  year.  By  this  method  the  seventeen  societies  are  allowed 
nights  on  which  they  may  entertain  in  their  homes.  Such  nights  are 
carefully  scheduled  to  avoid  all  evenings  before  freshman  hour-exami- 
nations, and  important  upper  class  quizzes.  This  system  (by  which 
each  fraternity  is  given  about  three  nights  for  entertainment)  was 
found  greatly  to  relieve  the  very  intensive  campus  rushing  and  to  be 
quite  satisfactory  for  chinning  purposes. 

The  Object  in  View. 

The  rushing  season  which  Dartmouth  is  about  to  try  is  a  develop- 
ment of  the  "long"  season  which  was  adopted  last  year  by  a  group  of 
five  fraternities,  and  which  induced  the  most  bitter  interfraternity 
strife  the  college  has  seen  in  many  years.  In  fact,  the  situation  be- 
came so  serious  that  the  trustees  threatened  the  societies  with  expul- 
sioii  unless  they  should  settle  the  matter  quickly  and  quietly.  The 
results  which  the  new  system  is  expected  to  accomplish  are  the  elimi- 
nation of  the  fraternity  question  as  the  most  important  and 
absorbing  question  before  the  entering  class;  improved  scholar- 
ship, particularly  among  the  freshmen,  and  also  among  the  upper- 
classmen;  and  harmony  among  the  fraternities.  It  was  held  by 
the  college  authorities  that  fraternity  rushing  at  the  very  opening  of 
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the  college  year  gives  the  freshman  a  wrong  impression  of  the  relative 
importance  of  the  fraternity  in  its  relation  to  the  college,  and  that  this 
distorted  view  continues  through  a  man's  course.  This  side  of  the 
question  was  drawn  by  The  Dartmouth,  the  student  organ,  in  its  ad- 
vocacy of  the  ''long''  season  as  opposed  to  the  "short"  season:  "Is 
Dartmouth  College  to  remain  a  college  with  fraternities,  or  to  become 
seat  of  fraternities  where  a  college  happens  to  exist?"  The  belief  that 
the  fraternities  through  their  increasingly  active  chinning  methods 
were  emphasizing  themselves  to  the  detriment  of  the  spirit  of  the  col- 
lege, was  held  by  the  administration  and  many  strong  alumni,  and  was 
one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  the  trustees,  through  President  Nichols, 
demanded  that  an  agreement,  in  substance  that  which  has  been  adopted, 
be  signed  by  the  fraternities.  By  extending  the  rushing  activities  over 
a  longer  period  the  trustees  believe  that  the  former  tension  will  l^e  re- 
lieved, and  most  of  the  trouble  be  eliminated. 

Higher  Scholarship. 

In  addition  to  the  elimination  of  undue  emphasis  upon  the  frater- 
nity, the  administration  expects  that  the  new  agreement  will  result  in 
a  general  improvement  of  the  college  scholarship.  The  results  last 
year,  when  the  long  season  was  in  only  partial  operation,  were  almost 
conclusive  that  the  elimination  of  fraternity  activities,  especially  dur- 
ing the  first  semester,  will  decrease  the  alarming  number  of  failures 
which  the  college  has  suffered.  Statistics  show  that  last  year  the  num- 
ber of  sejDarations  decreased  one  hundred  per  cent  in  the  junior  class, 
eighty-one  per  cent  in  the  sophomore  class,  and  twenty-one  per  cent  in 
the  freshman  class.  Probation  sentences,  likewise,  decreased  seventy- 
five  per  cent  in  the  junior  class,  fifty  per  cent  in  the  sophomore  class, 
and  twenty-one  per  cent  in  the  freshman  class. 

In  order  further  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  scholarship.  Dr. 
Nichols  insisted  that  the  fraternities  include  a  scholarship  require- 
ment in  their  rules.  Hereafter,  no  freshman  is  eligible  to  receive  a 
fraternity  invitation  until  he  shall  have  official  credit  for  twelve  semes- 
ter hours.  This  means  that  no  one  failing  in  more  than  one  course 
during  the  first  semester  can  receive  an  invitation.  And,  inasmuch  as 
the  freshman  failures  in  the  past  have  come  in  large  degree  from  the 
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fraternities,  which  have  not  hesitated  to  pledge  men  with  less  than 
twelve  hours,  this  requirement  is  designed  to  put  a  premium  upon 
good  scholarship. 

A  Court  of  Last  Resort. 

A  radical  departure  from  custom  is  the  provision  in  the  new  agree- 
ment that  all  cases  arising  under  the  rules  shall  be  settled  by  a  facultv 
court  of  three  members  chosen  by  the  Interfraternity  Council.  Xever 
before  would  the  fraternities  brook  faculty  intervention,  but  disagree- 
able wrangles,  and  the  unfairness  of  a  trial  before  a  court  of  rival 
and  often  jealous  fraternities  has  produced  so  much  fraternity  strife 
that,  in  the  interests  of  both  harmony  and  justice,  this  method  of  set- 
tling disputes  was  adopted.  Professors  H.  E.  Burton,  of  the  Latin 
Department;  C.  H.  Page,  of  the  English  Department,  and  T.  H. 
Boggs,  of  the  Economics  Department,  will  compose  this  board.  The 
fact  that  the  first  two  of  these  men  are  Harvard  men  will  lend  interest 
to  tlieir  decisions,  which  are  final. 

An  interesting  point  of  the  coming  rushing  season  is  that  it  may  be 
the  last  time  when  fraternities  will  be  allowed  to  pledge  men  at  all  in 
freshman  year.  President  Nichols,  in  his  last  note  to  the  fraternities, 
warned  them  to  prepare  themselves  this  year  for  a  sophomore  season, 
and  although  he  did  not  state  positively  that  Dartmouth  Avould  another 
year  be  put  in  the  class  of  Yale  and  Princeton,  where  the  fraternities 
and  clubs  are  upperclass  societies,  it  is  evident  that  upon  the  success 
of  the  coming  season  will  depend  what  further  action  he  takes  in  an 
effort  to  abolish  what  he  regards  as  the  fraternity  menace  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  college. 


"CATCH^ME-PALISM"  AND  SCHOLARSHIP. 

Catch-]\Ie-Palism.  a  quasi  brotherhood  movement,  has  had  a  phe- 
nomenal growth  in  Ireland,  and  it  is  now  penetrating  the  remotest 
borders  of  Europe  and  of  America.  In  its  essential  elements  this 
movement  is  individual  service  operating  within  and  through  the  or- 
ganization.     In  lookinc^  around  for  a  bludgeon  with  which   to  deal 
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out  death  to  poor  scholarship,  it  occurs  to  me  that  no  better  weapon 
than  this  can  be  found  anywhere. 

But  some  one  says  that  this  problem  has  been  solved  long  ago. 
They  insist  that  through  the  local  chapter  proper  supervision  is  being 
maintained  over  the  under  classmen  with  the  result  that  scholarship 
in  the  fraternity  ranks  higher  than  in  the  non-fraternity  group. 
Granting  this  and  making  it  still  stronger  by  denying  that"  this  show- 
ing, as  some  have  said,  is  made  possibly  only  through  fraternity  libra- 
ries piled  high  with  years  accumulation  of  cramming  material,  we  have 
yet  proved  nothing.  Scholarship  is  not  merely  a  matter  of  compara- 
tive ranking,  but  rests  back  for  its  basis  on  principles  decidedly  more 
fundamental. 

In  my  opinion  the  value  of  an  education  centers  around  two  funda- 
mentals, viz.,  the  acquaintance  one  has  with  the  materials  of  knowl- 
edge and  the  training  incident  to  systematic  habits  of  work.  If  the 
reader  will  accept  this  as  a  statement  of  fact,  what  does  the  above 
mentioned  investigation  prove?  Judging  from  the  uniformly  low  rat- 
ings in  the  different  reports — briefly  this,  either  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  subject  matter  was  covered  during  the  time  allotted  to 
preparation  or  proper  systematic  effort  was  not  applied.  If  95  per 
cent  represents  work  to  be  done  a  record  below  85  per  cent  could  not 
in  any  sense  be  considered  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  scholar- 
ship. In  fact;  accurate  scholarship  cannot  be  represented  by  a  mark 
below  90  per  cent,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  mark  is  too  low. 
The  standard  of  work  that  should  be  the  ideal  of  every  fraternity  man 
is  somewhere  around  95  per  cent.  If  his  work  does  not  produce  such 
result,  it  is  time  for  him  to  do  a  little  introspecting  and  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  conditions  can  be  improved. 

The  fraternity  is  the  only  force  in  the  schools  that  has  the  ma- 
chinery and  the  spirit  necessary  to  deal  effectively  with  this  problem. 
Catch-Me-Palism  should  operate  effectively  in  the  interests  of  indi- 
vidual members  against  distracting  influences  both  within  and  with- 
out the  organization.  It  must  be  so  if  the  side  show  is  not  to  swallow 
the  main  tent. 

The  fraternity  is  here  to  stay;  but  it  will  be  called  upon  to  prove 
its  right  to  exist  by  showing  that  through  organization  a  scope  of  indi- 
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vidual  influence  can  be  wielded  in  such  manner  as  to  effectively  meet 
all  the  problems  presented,  not  only  to  the  group,  but  also  to  its  indi- 
vidual members,  whether  these  problems  be  social,  intellectual  or 
moral.

THINGS  CHINESE. 

The  familiar  phrase  which  stands  at  the  head  of  this  article  is  sug- 
gested by  the  Contributing  Editor's  complimentary  request  for  some- 
thing from  the  pen  of  "your  younger  brother,"  as  the  Chinese  style 
themselves  in   polite   self-depreciation.      Since   Brother   McBrien   re- 
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quested  some  account  of  my  work  in  the  Orient,  I  shall  venture  to 
make  the  article  more  personal  that  I  might,  perhaps,  otherwise  have 
done.  After  all,  it  seems  to  be  the  personal  equation  that  interests  us 
most,  provided  that  does  not  appear  to  such  a  degree  that  it  becomes 
sheer  egotism.  I  shall  try  to  avoid  using  the  first  person  pronoun, 
singular  number,  to  that  extent. 
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The  subject,  as  stated  above,  is  comprehensive  enough  to  cover  a 
much  longer  article  than  I  shall  burden  you  with  this  time.  It  in- 
cludes "things  pleasant"  and  "things  unpleasant."  I  shall  point  out 
at  first  a  few  of  the  "things  unpleasant"  that  have  come  especially  to 
my  attention  during  the  past  few  months  of  the  nominal  Chinese  Re- 
public. Notice  that  I  say  "nominal,"  for  it  has  been  a  republic  in 
name  only. 

I  have  about  reached  the  final  and  definite  conclusion  that  it  is  time 
for  some  of  us  to  take  off  our  "rose-colored  spectacles"  while  we  are 
looking  at  Chinese  affairs.     When  the  Chinese  threw  off  the  rule  of

the  Manchus  two  years  ago  nearly  every  one  was  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  them.  It  looked  to  me,  and  I  had  the  opportunity  of  being  on 
the  firing-line  when  Nanking,  the  last  main  point,  was  taken,  as 
though  there  was  a  spirit  of  genuine  patriotism.  I  believe  there  was 
a  rising  national  spirit,  but  something  has  happened  to  quench  that 
spirit.  Now  we  see  the  Chinese  carrying  on,  week  after  week,  a  spirit- 
less civil  war  that  is  little  short  of  chaos  and  anarchy.  The  glorious 
heroes  (?)   of  the  revolt  against  the  ISIanchus  have  successfully  re- 
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vealed  themselves  in  their  true  light — selfish,  sordid,  unprincipled 
politicians.  Instead  of  trying  to  build  up  the  country  on  a  constitu- 
tional basis  and  wait  for  a  larger  enlightenment  of  the  masses  before 
plunging  it  into  another  war  they  have  precipitated  civil  war,  the  only 
advantage  of  which  has  been  to  give  them  another  chance  to  graft. 
Hundreds  of  innocent  non-combatants  have  been  killed  and  much 
injury  has  been  done  to  property  and  business,  but  the  rascals  who 
started  the  trouble  have  gotten  safely  away  to  Japan,  where  they 
already  have  put  away  enough  coin  to  enable  them  to  live  in  luxury 
until  they  can  work  up  another  revolt. 

In  spite  of  all  the  bluff  about  what  the  Government  forces  were 
going  to  do,  they  have  every  appearance  of  playing  a  deliberate  game 
of  "tag''  with  the  rebel  forces,  chasing  them  from  one  place  to  another 
and  paying  money  each  time  in  order  to  get  them  to  withdraw  without 
it  becoming  necessary  to  do  any  real  fighting.  AMien  the  Govern- 
ment military  officials  had  a  splendid  opportunity  to  corral  a  large 
body  of  the  rebels  near  Shanghai  they  carefully  left  a  chance  for  them 
to  withdraw,  which  they  took,  after  a  good  sum  of  money  had  been 
paid  over  to  the  rebel  leaders.  Now  this  rabble  is  going  around 
through  the  country  looting  the  country  and  unprotected  cities.  You 
may  not  understand  this  method  of  warfare.  No  self-respecting  man 
can  until  he  has  seen  it  ad  nauseam. 

It  simply  means  that  the  officials,  military  and  civil,  on  both  sides 
get  a  good  ''haul"'  out  of  it,  personally,  every  time  money  changes 
hands  in  this  way,  and  the  oftener  it  happens  the  better  it  suits 
them.  AYhere  does  the  money  come  from?  ^lost  of  it  comes  from  the 
national  treasury  that  has  had  to  be  replenished  recently  by  foreign 
loans  and  will  soon  have  to  be  supplied  again.  Yes,  these  leaders  love 
their  country  immensely,  provided  there  is  some  personal  gain  coming 
to  them  out  of  that  devotion  (?). 

The  public,  foreign  and  Chinese,  has  pretty  generally  lost  confi- 
dence in  the  political  leaders.  Sun  Yat-sen  has  no  standing  at  all, 
so  far  as  I  can  learn  from  the  Chinese.  Yuan  Shi-kai,  they  do  not 
trust  any  more  than  they  do  Sun  Yat-sen,  but  they  say  he  is  the  only 
man  strong  enough  to  hold  China  together  and  ^ave  it  from  partition 
by  the  foreign  powers,  so  they  hope  to  see  the  Government  win  in  the 
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fight  with  the  rebels.  This  lack  of  patriotism,  principle,  judgment, 
and  even  common,  decent  honesty,  are  some  of  the  "things  Chinese" 
that  are  "things  unpleasant"  to  a  man  who  has  left  home  to  come  out 
here  and  help  China  up  to  the  plane  of  a  Christian  civilization. 

There  are  encouraging  features.  Not  all  the  men  of  New  China 
are  of  the  type  that  is  figuring  so  prominently  in  her  affairs  to-da\. 
In  my  own  work  of  teaching  and  in  my  close  personal  touch  with  some 
of  the  Christian  men  I  find  a  proof  of  the  truth  of  the  power  and 
claims  of  Christianity  that  far  outweigh  any  philosophic  apologetic 
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that  has  ever  been  written.  When  a  man  becomes  a  real  ChristiaL 
he  becomes  a  new  man  just  as  he  always  has  down  through  the  history 
of  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world  to-day.  Of  course,  there  are  some 
who  are  hypocrites,  but  such  have  always  attached  themselves  to 
Christian  communities  for  personal  gain.  There  are  many  true  men 
who  see  plainly  that  China  must  pass  through  a  moral  and  religious 
revolution  before  she  will  find  any  relief  from  her  political  revolu- 
tions. These  men  in  their  work  as  preachers  and  teachers  will  gradu- 
ally spread  the  light  of  truth  that  shall  redeem  and  regenerate  China. 
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The  work  with  the  little  fellows  in  the  system  of  primary  day- 
schools  of  which  I  had  charge  before  I  left  Chinkiang  and  came  down 
here  to  teach  in  the  theological  seminary  was  full  of  promise.  The 
hope  of  China  is  in  her  young  men  and  women.  They  must  be  strong 
Christian  men  and  women  if  they  are  to  put  up  a  winning  fight 
against  the  powerful  forces  of  their  old  heathen  traditions  and  life. 
The  process  begins  in  the  primary  schools  and  the  Sunday-schools. 
It  will  require  time.  It  has  required  more  than  a  thousand  years 
steady  leavening  with  the  Anglo-Saxon  peoples,  and  we  are  a  long 
way  from  perfect  yet,  as  some  of  the  investigations  in  America  prove 
to  us  to  our  shame.  You  may  not  be  able  to  teach  the  pup  all  the 
tricks  you  would  like  to  teach  him,  but  it  is  easier  to  teach  him  new 
tricks  than  it  is  to  teach  the  old  dogs,  according  to  the  old  saying. 

In  my  own  work  my  associations  with  the  students  in  the  college 
and  the  seminary,  about  a  hundred  in  all,  and  my  associattions  with 
the  Chinese  teachers  are  very  pleasant.  I  have  been  working  out 
studies  for  the  next  half  year's  course  and  during  the  month  of  August 
I  have  kept  two  Chinese  teachers  at  work  in  the  room  with  me  almost 
every  day  and  have  enjoyed  the  work  in  spite  of  the  hot  weather. 

The  beginning  and  growth  and,  in  some  cases,  the  transformation 
of  character  that  takes  place  as  the  result  of  the  influence  of  Christi- 
anity on  these  people,  the  many  pleasant  features  of  our  associations 
with  them,  and  my  belief  in  the  future  of  the  country  as  the  result 
of  the  spread  and  adoption  of  Christianity  are  some  of  the  "things 
Chinese"  that  are  also  "things  pleasant."

THE  WORK  OF  REV.  A.  F.  HANES 

[At  Brownsville,  Pa.,  Brother  A.  F.  Hanes  (West  Virginia  Alpha) 
is  engaged  in  mission  work  as  a  special  missionary  to  the  coke  fields. 
He  sends  the  Journal  a  story  which  in  itself  illustrates  some  of  the 
difficulties  and  some  of  the  triumphs  of  his  work  among  the  twenty- 
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two  different  nationalities  of  the  coke   region   of  Western   Pennsyl- 
vania.-— The  Editor.^ 

On  Christmas  Day,  December  25,  1912,  word  came  to  me  that 
Mazie  Swoger,  the  little  girl  who  for  more  than  a  year  had  held  the 
honor  of  being  the  youngest  Sunday  school  superintendent  in  Fayette 
county,  was  dead,  and  that  her  little  band  of  children  was  left  without 
a  leader. 

I  had  been  in  the  community  but  a  few  weeks,  but  in  that  time 
had  often  heard  of  the  little  mission  and  the  work  it  was  doing,  and 
only  the  fact  that  my  duties  called  me  away  every  Sunday  had  kept 
me  from  attending  the  school  when  in  sessian. 

Upon  receiving  the  word,  together  with  a  request  from  the  father 
to  call  upon  him,  I  went  at  once  to  the  little  "First  Aid"  house  in 
New  Town,  a  coke  town  adjoining  South  Brownsville.  The  scene  I 
saw  there  will  never  be  erased  from  my  memory.  Within  were  more 
than  fifty  children,  seated  around  an  improvised  table,  which  was 
heavily  laden  with  good  things — ice  cream,  cakes,  pies,  sandwiches, 
and  such  things  as  make  children  merry  at  Christmas  time.  Without 
were  many  other  children  either  patientlty  or  impatiently  awaiting 
their  turn  to  partake  of  the  feast.  The  room  had  l)een  tastefully 
decorated  for  the  occasion  by  the  little  superintendent  and  her  helpers 
several  days  before,  and  upon  her  death  crepe  had  l^een  entwined  into 
the  decorations,  making  indeed  a  picturesque  scene. 

The  father,  a  man  of  perhaps  fifty  years,  was  there  and  presided 
over  the  bancjuet,  and  in  answer  to  my  inquiry,  said:  "Yes,  I  am  en- 
deavoring to  carry  out,  in  my  weak  way,  the  last  request  of  my  little 
daughter,  that  all  the  children  of  New  Town,  native  or  foreign,  should 
have  a  merry  Christmas,  and  already  we  have  more  than  a  hundred 
of  them." 

A  few  doors  away,  at  the  home  of  a  brother,  lay  the  still,  white 
form  of  the  little  superintendent.  For  more  than  a  year  she  had  been 
struggling  to  gather  together  the  children  of  the  coke  town,  in  order 
that  she  might  teach  them  of  Jesus,  but  only  recently  had  she  been 
successful  in  obtaining  a  permanent  place  for  her  meetings.  During 
the  fall  of  1911  an  effort  had  been  made  to  organize  a  Sunday  school 
at  that  place,  and  for  some  time  an  abandoned  school  building  was 
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used  for  a  meeting  place.  Later  the  seats  were  all  removed  from  the 
place  and  transferred  to  the  new  school  building.  Left  thus  widiout 
seats,  the  children  collected  boxes  and  old  cans,  and  used  them  for 
seats.  When  spring  came,  Mazie,  then  but  a  little  girl  of  fifteen,  led 
her  children  out  into  a  field  and  there  on  Sunday  afternoons  instructed 
them  in  the  way  of  the  Lord.  Once  or  twice  the  curious  crowds  be- 
came so  annoying  that  she  was  compelled  to  appeal  to  her  father, 
who  was  the  constable  in  South  Brownsville,  for  protection.  Bravely 
and  patiently  thus  she  labored  through  the  summer,  until  the  weather 
forbade  further  open  air  services,  when  in  response  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Frick  Coke  Company,  she  was  given  the  use  of  an  abandoned 
"First  Aid"  house,  a  little  room  12x20  feet,  and  without  seats,  but 
having  steam  heat  and  electric  lights.  In  this  room  each  Sunday  until 
her  death  she  met  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  children  of  all  the  na- 
tionalities of  the  coke  town,  and  played  and  sang  with  them  and  taught 
them  the  lessons  of  the  Master. 

As  the  work  progressed,  she  realized  that  in  order  to  accomplish 
her  mission  she  must  be  baptized  and  come  into  the  church.  Her 
father  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  and  her  training  had  been 
along  that  line,  but  there  not  being  a  congregation  in  Brownsville 
at  that  time,  on  November  24,  1912,  she  went  to  the  Brownsville  Bap- 
tist church  and  was  baptized  by  the  pastor,  and  from  that  time  on  was 
happy  in  her  Christian  life. 

Long  before  Christmas  she  began  to  make  plans  for  that  day. 
Money  was  obtained  and  candy  purchased  for  the  treat,  the  room 
nicely  decorated  and  in  her  writing  tablet  at  school  was  afterward 
found  the  beginning  of  a  story  of  her  own  composition,  which  she  had 
planned  to  read  to  the  children  on  that  day.  A  few  days  before 
Christmas  she  became  seriously  ill  of  pneumonia,  and  died  December 
24th.  Her  deepest  regret  was  in  leaving  her  Sunday  school,  and  at 
the  last  moment  she  exacted  a  promise  from  her  father  that  he  would 
see  that  her  plans  for  Christmas  were  carried  out.  She  requested 
that  the  superintendency  of  the  school  be  left  to  little  Leona  McGarry, 
a  school  mate  of  her  own  age,  and  one  who  had  been  very  closely 
allied  to  her  during  her  labors. 
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This  was  dene,  and  at  this  writing  has  proved  a  very  satisfactorv 
movement,  as  she  has  faithfully  taken  hold  of  the  work  with  a  great 
zeal  and  the  school  is  thriving  under  her  leadership  with  the  general 
supervision  of  ^Ir.  Jacob  Swoger,  Mazie's  father.  The  new  super- 
intendent is  a  girl  of  only  fourteen  years,  but  she  has  lately  accepted 
Christ  as  her  Saviour  and  confessed  Him  before  her  school. 

The  school  at  present  meets  in  sections  on  Sunday  afternoons,  the 
little  "First  Aid"  house  isn't  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  at  one 
time,  the  attendance  having  even  increased  since  ISIazie's  death, 
largely  due  to  the  influence  of  her  Christian  life  and  victorious  death.

Uppermost  in  the  minds  of  all  fraternity  officers  is  the  defense  of 
the   college   fraternity   system.      In   glancing   over   the   late   editorial 

pages  of  various  fraternity  magazines  we  fiind  some 
Fraternity  excellent  reading,  and  \\t  quote,  in  part,  from  one 
Antagonism.      of  them  as  follows:   "None  of  the  bills  to  abolish 

fraternities  in  the  State  institutions  w^hich  were 
introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and 
Texas  last  spring  w^re  passed,  but  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  anti- 
fraternity  agitation,  which  has  been  rampant  for  the  last  year,  will 
be  continued,  and  perhaps  be  pushed  more  vigorously  than  ever. 
The  fraternities  now  have  a  breathing  spell  to  prepare  for  the  re- 
newal of  the  fight.  Just  how  the  issue  is  to  be  met  will  require  the 
combined  wisdom  of  the  wisest  men  in  all  of  the  fraternities.  The 
anti-fraternity  fanatics  enlarge  on  all  the  faults  that  they  have  been 
able  to  detect  or  imagine  in  the  fraternity  system,  and  are  making 
strong  appeals  to  public  sentiment.  The  fraternities  must  remove 
from  the  system  whatever  faults  may  justifiably  have  been  charged 
against   it. 
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It  is  absolutely  certain  that  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  American 
college  fraternities  has  there  been  such  necessity  as  now  for  them  to 
act  together.  They  must  join  forces,  nationally  and  locally.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Inter-fraternity  Conference,  at  its  next  annual  ses- 
sion, will  adopt  remedial  and  positive  measures  that  will  put  frater- 
nities in  a  better  light  before  the  college  world  and  public  generally. 
If  the  fraternities  in  each  college  will  act  honorably  together,  and 
act  justly  and  generously  with  non-fraternity  men.  there  will  be 
some  cessation  in  the  anti-fraternity  clamor." 

Brothers,  let  us  do  our  share  to  correct  the  system  where  it  is 
wrong  and  make  unnecessary  legislative  action. 


It  has  been   decreed  that  the   fraternities   at  Wooster  eventually 

must  go — at  least  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  initiate  any  more  men. 

Our  Ohio  Delta   Chapter  is   still  existing  as   a   fra- 

CoxDiTiox     ternity  at  \\'ooster  and  the  members  are  still  living 

At  Wooster.     in  the  chapter  house.     By  the  action  of  the  Trustees 

of    the   University    all    fraternities    are    forbidden    to 

initiate  new  members.     Ohio  Delta  has  returned  with  eight  brothers 

and  they  expect  to  keep  their  charter  for  one  year  at  least. 

Before  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Trustee.^  there  were  six  ac- 
tive fraternities  in  Wooster:  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
Beta  Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Chi,  Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 
All  of  these  with  the  exception  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  have  given  up  their  houses  and  have  but  few  men  in  school. 
In  a  letter  to  tlie  Editor  the  secretary  of  Ohio  Delta  says:  'Tn  spite 
of  the  fact  that  this  may  be  our  last  year  as  a  fraternity,  we  are 
planning  to  make  it  a  live  one,  regardless  of  what  the  coming  years 
may  bring,  we  shall  always  remember  with  pleasure  the  days  spent 
in  our  Z  $  E  home.'' 

A  question  which  faces  all  national  organizations,  at  one  time  or 

another,  is  whether  the  first  duty  is  to  the  national  body  or  to  the 

separate  parts  which  go  to  make  up  the  national  or- 

Xatioxalism     ganization.     It  is  the  old  question — the  State  or  the 

vs.  Nation.     Many  chapters,  and  frequently  individual 

Localism.        members,  feel  that  each  chapter,  or,  more  accurately, 
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that  their  own  chapter  is  an  entity,  and  that  they  need  not  concern 
themselves  about  what  the  body  aggregate  is  doing,  thinking,  or 
planning.  Wherever  these  two  great  ideas  have  come  into  conflict  the 
result  has  been  the  same.  The  human  race  cannot  get  away  from  the 
truth  that  we  stand  united,  but  divided  Ave  fall.  Too  often  we  culti- 
vate little  friendships  in  a  most  local  and  limited  sphere — not  even 
including  the  whole  chapter  membership — and  stop  there  without 
trying  to  broaden  and  expand  in  sympathies  and  interests  that  we 
may  become  brothers  of  a  fraternity  truly  national.  Brothers,  this  is 
a  grand  opportunity  we  have  to  rub  elbows  with  the  entire  nation,  cast 
off  little  prejudices  and  learn  to  be  really  American  in  spirit.

Mr,  Paul  Jones,  writing  in  The  Caduceiis  of  K  2,  answers  in 
very  forceful  language  the  question,  What  is  an  ideal  chapter  of  a 
Greek-letter  college  fraternity?  AMiile  the  writer  expressly  confines 
his  remarks  to  the  institutions  of  Alabama,  they  seem  to  us  to  ap- 
ply more  generally,  and  we  here  reproduce  them  in  part : 

I. 

"The  college  and  university  life  of  any  institution  is  but 
an  expression  of  the  characters  of  the  individuals  who  com- 
pose the  student  body.  When  personal  desires,  ambitions 
and  prejudices  are  sacrificed  for  the  welfare  of  the  institu- 
tion harmony  inevitably  results,  and  it  matters  not  how 
many  organizations  exist.  When,  on  the  contrary,  collec- 
tions of  individuals,  whether  fraternities,  societies,  or  po- 
litical cliques,  arrange  themselves  in  opposition  to  other 
such  groups,  dissensions  arise,  disintegrating  that  whole- 
some spirit,  and  as  a  consequence  the  institution  suffers 
irreparable  injury. 

"Fraternities  and  societies,  composed  as  they  are  of  mem- 
bers selected  from  the  student  bodies,  have  innumerable  mis- 
sions to  perform.  They  should  uplift  the  religious,  the 
moral,  the  intellectual,  the  social  life  of  the  institution. 
Every  member  owes  to  the  college  or  university,  to  the  fra- 
ternity or  society,  and  finally  to  himself,  the  duty  of  rep- 
resenting the  highest  type  of  manhood  and  achieving  the 
greatest  good  which  his  inherent  and  acquired  powers  will 
enable  him  to  do.  He  owes  to  himself  the  duty  of  recogniz- 
ing his  fellow  student,  be  he  ever  so  humble,  as  a  unit,  who, 
like  himself,  contributes  his  good  will  and  aspirations  to 
that  institution  which  all  must  eventually  call  their  alma 
mater.  In  his  present  fellow  student  he  must  see  his  future 
fellow  citizen.  In  observing  the  apparent  weaknesses  and 
discrepancies  of  others  he  must  not  overlook  the  powers  and 
virtues  which  lay  hidden  beneath  a  rustic  garb  to  be  called 
forth  and  placed  in  action  in  after  life.  Social  distinctions 
drawn  in  college  too  frequently  prove  themselves  erroneous, 
and  the  underlying  of  to-day  may,  perhaps,  wield  the  power 
to-morrow. 
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"That  chapter  which  observes  the  social  laws  underlying 
the  foregoing  remarks  is  "ideal,"  so  far  as  its  duty  to  society 
is  concerned.

"Unless  there  is  within  the  heart  of  every  student,  whether 
fraternity  man  or  not,  a  deep  sense  of  responsibility  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  advantages  and  opportunities  presented 
to  him  during  his  educational  career,  'the  odds  are  against 
him'  in  his  search  for  success.  Education  should  be  a  means 
to  an  end,  and  that  end  should  be  the  ideal  of  the  student. 
To  pass  blindly  from  page  to  page  and  from  volume  to 
volume  of  assigned  courses  of  studies  without  having  before 
him  an  ideal,  a  goal,  is  the  greatest  mistake  of  a  student's 
life.  'Hitch  your  wagon  to  a  star,'  and  don't  let  the  star 
get  away!  Mix  play  with  work,  but  never  have  a  foot  in 
each  at  the  same  time,  lest  you  lose  all  the  good.  In  educa- 
tion the  will  to  do  and  the  power  of  concentration  are  the 
two  greatest  assets  an  individual  possesses.  ^ 

"That  chapter  whose  members  have  definite  desires,  am- 
bitions, and  sense  of  responsibility  is  the  ideal  chapter  from 
an  educational  view."       

The  individual  chapters  of  the  various  fraternities  should  start 
this  year  to  consider  the  proposition  of  giving  some  real  authority 
to  the  Interfraternity  Conference.  If  the  chapters  will  thoroughly 
consider  the  matter  at  this  time,  the  conventions  will  soon  do  like- 
wise, and  all  fraternities  meeting  in  convention  before  the  next  In- 
terfraternity Conference  should  be  able  to  instruct  their  delegates 
to  the  Conference  that  they  will  be  bound  by  Conference  action.  The 
advantage  of  placing  real  authority  in  the  Conference  is  ably  stated 
in  the  following  clipping  from  The  Scroll  of  $  A  0 : 

"The  Interfraternity  Conference  may  become  a  powerful 
influence  for  good,  or  it  may  be  a  spineless  ineffectual  or- 
ganization. It  has  held  foui  annual  meetings,  and  it  must 
be  confessed  that  what  it  has  so  far  accomplished  amounts 
practically  to  very  little.  The  conference  has  contributed  in 
a  small  degree  toward  bringing  about  a  better  feeling  be- 
tween the  various  fraternities,  but  some  of  these  fraternities 
are  very  timid  about  granting  any  real  authority  to  it.  The 
conference  will  never  amount  to  much  until  it  is  empowered 
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to  take  positive  action  on  general  questions.  Years  ago  the 
sororities  granted  to  their  Pan-Hellenic  Council  power  to 
regulate  such  matters  as  rushing  students  before  they  are 
matriculated,  breaking  of  local  Pan-Hellenic  agreements 
and  "lifting"  of  pledges,  and  granted  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  power  to  enforce  the  rules  and  inflict 
penalties  for  their  violation.  The  Pan-Hellenic  Council  has 
worked  a  revolution  in  these  matters,  so  that  the  practices 
.  of  the  sororities  at  the  various  colleges  are  now  above 
criticism.  The  rules  are  enforced,  but  without  serious  fric- 
tion, and  to  the  advantage  and  satisfaction  of  all.  If  the 
fraternities  would  learn  this  lesson  from  the  sororities,  they 
would  take  a  long  step  forward." 


All  chapters  are  now  starting  upon  a  new  year.  Have  you 
planned  out  your  work?  Have  you  set  up  a  standard  to  guide  you? 
If  not,  you  have  not  started  right.  The  following;  remarks  of  the 
editor  of  The  Record  of  S  A  E  are  very  enlightening  on  this  ques- 
tion: 

"It  should  be  an  honor  to  wear  a  Greek  letter  pin;  but 
that  can  be  only  when  the  standard  is  such  as  to  make  it  an 
honor.  It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  every  chapter  to  see  that 
its  standard  is  high,  and  that  the  individual  members  of  the 
chapter  live  up  to  the  standard  set.  This  is  not  difficult  of 
attainment;  for,  if  given  a  moment's  thought,  it  must  be 
apparent  that  it  does  not  require  greater  effort  to  do  what  is 
right  than  to  act  indifferently  and  ignorantly.  Pride,  envy, 
fear,  hatred,  discouragement,  are  the  greatest  enemies  of 
mankind,  and  the  college  man  is  not  an  exception.  Charac- 
ter is  developed  by  radiating  good;  and  this  is  accomplished 
by  letting  the  still  small  voice  lead.  It  is  not  something  to 
be  fought  and  struggled  for;  but  is  natural  and  is  man's 
normal  condition." 

In  criticising  fraternities  the  good  that  these  organizations  do  is 
often  left  untold,  or  quickly  and  lightly  passed  over,  in  exhibiting 
their  faults.  This  feature  is  aptly  stated  by  Mr.  Xathan  F.  Grif- 
fin, the  recently  elected  Worthy  Grand  Chief  of  ATQ,  in  The 
ATQ  Palm  as  follows: 

"The  fraternities,  like  men,  have  been  judged  and  meas- 
ured more  frequently  by  their  faults  than  bv  their  virtues. 
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Those  who  have  seen  fit  to  condemn  them  have  either  over- 
looked, or  have  been  unaware  of,  the  countless  instances 
where  membership  in  a  chapter  of  a  college  fraternity  has 
been  the  salvation  of  a  man;  where  the  helping  hand,  the 
counsel,  and  the  advice  of  the  older  members  have  helped 
him  over  the  rough  and  uncertain  places  in  that  plastic  age 
of  his  existence  which  we  term  youth;  where  the  discipline 
of  his  chapter  has  kept  him  from  forming  habits  which 
would  have  proved  his  undoing,  and  has  compelled  him  to 
so  spend  his  college  life  so  as  to  come  forth  with  higher 
ideals,  and  where  the  companionship  of  his  chapter  mates 
has  spurred  him  on  to  greater  and  to  nobler  effort." 


Are  you  taking  your  fraternity  seriously?  If  so,  the  following 
from  The  Caduceus  of  K  2  contains  some  ideas  that  you  have 
probably  been  turning  over  in  your  mind,  and  their  repetition  will 
not  harm  you,  and  if  not,  then  you  need  to  have  these  questions  di- 
rectly put  to  you: 

"What  are  you  in  your  fraternity  for?  Are  you  using  it 
to  ride  into  the  social  life  of  your  college  community?  Are 
you  using  the  prestige  it  gives  you  to  traffic  in  college 
politics?  Do  you  wear  its  emblems  in  such  a  way  that  you 
advertise  your  membership?  Do  you  regard  its  club  house  as 
a  place  where  you  can  gather  to  smoke  and  cuss  and  swap 
yarns?  Many  men  are  using  their  fraternity  connection  in 
that  way.  Take  an  inventory  again  and  see  if  you  are  guilty 
or  if  any  of  your  fellows  are. 

"If  you  are  using  your  fraternity  in  any  unworthy  way, 
you  are  prostituting  a  thing  sacred.  If  you  are  not  contrib- 
uting something  definite  toward  the  elevation  and  susten- 
ance of  your  fraternity's  high  ideals,  you  are  recreant  to 
your  trust.  Is  it  going  too  far  to  say  that  unless  you  are 
contributing  something  positive  eacli  day  to  the  lives  of 
your  fraternity  brothers  you  are  defeating  one  great  pur- 
pose of  your  fraternity?  You  are  living  awfully  close  to 
them  day  by  day — in  the  closest  relationship  of  college  life/' 


Since  the  bitter  and  hard  campaigns  that  were  waged  in  the  va- 
rious States  last  winter  against  fraternities,  naturally  the  fraternity 
journals  have  had  much  to  say  on  the  question.  ^^>  quote  from 
several  of  the  journals. 
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The  first  is  from  The  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  as  follows: 

"The  enemies  of  the  fraternities  see  them  fighting  among 
themselves,  doing  mean,  underhand  things,  breaking  their 
word,  squabbling  for  offices,  lifting  each  other's  pledges  and 
the  like,  and  are  thus  fortified  to  attack  them.  The  least 
the  fraternities  can  do,  and  the  best  they  can  do,  is  to  get 
together  and  present  a  solid  fighting  front  to  the  enemy,  the 
opponents  of  the  fraternity  system,  who  are  growing.  The 
best  method  of  getting  together  is  to  form  a  local  inter- 
fraternity  conference.  It  is  only  in  such  conferences  that  a 
proper  spirit  of  toleration,  mutual  support  and  unity  of 
action  will  be  promoted.  Such  has  proved  the  case  in  many 
universities  where  the  inter-fraternity  conferences  are  al- 
ready a  big  power  for  good.  Remember,  in  union  there  is 
strength,  and  the  fraternities  will  be  the  stronger  for  join- 
ing forces.  So  far  as  we  can  see,  there  is  all  to  be  gained 
and  nothing  to  be  lost  by  such  concerted  action." 
Another  suggestion,  and  a  very  helpful  one,  too,  is  put  forth  by 
The  Cadiiceus  of  K  2,  as  follows: 

"The  solution  rests  with  the  active  members  of  the  Greek- 
letter  orders.  Older  men  can  advise,  they  can  contribute, 
and  they  can  act  as  counsel  and  advocate  when  the  fight  gets 
before  legislatures  and  courts.  But  the  active  men  can  stop 
the  fight.  There  is  no  need  of  anti-fraternity  agitation  or 
anti-fraternity  feeling.  There  has  never  yet  been  an  anti- 
fraternity  man  but  some  fraternity  man  was  blameal^le.  This 
will  always  be  true  so  long  as  we  are  human  and  with  human 
imperfections.  But  if  fraternity  men  lived  true  to  their  own 
principles,  cultivating  the  higher  instincts  of  brotherhood 
and  "ood  will  that  thev  mav  'enioy  the  societv  of  a  friend 
and  brother,'  they  can  but  feel  kindlier  and  friendlier  with 
those  'without  the  manifold  gates.'  There  is  neither  selfish- 
ness, bigotry  nor  greed  in  the  tenets  of  any  fraternity  within 
our  knowledge — certainly  not  in  Kappa  Sigma." 
The  Scroll  of  $  A  0  gives  the  following  as  a  remedy  for  one 
branch  of  the  criticism: 

"Another  thing  that  fraternities  should  do,  if  for  no  other 
reason  than  to  quiet  to  some  extent  the  criticism  directed 
against  them,  and  that  is  to  act  more  civilly,  considerately 
and   fairlv  toward  the   non-fraternitv   students.      Fraternitv 
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men  are  accused  of  acting  hautily  and  arrogantly  toward 
non-fraternity  men,  they  are  accused  of  drawing  a  line  of 
social  cleavage  and  not  recognizing  non-fraternity  men  in 
social  affairs,  they  are  accused  of  playing  politics  in  college 
organizations  and,  by  unfair  combinations,  monopolizing 
the  desirable  positions  in  such  organizations.  These  are 
serious  charges,  and  the  worst  of  it  is  that  there  is  only  too 
much  truth  in  them.  Every  fraternity  through  its  national 
organization  should  emphatically  disapprove  of  such  prac- 
tices, and  it  should  be  one  of  the  dearest  traditions  of  every 
fraternity  that  it  should  treat  not  only  its  Greek  rivals  but 
the  non- fraternity  men  with  absolute  fairness  and  honesty. 
And  every  chapter  should  assiduously  cultivate  the  most 
friendly  relations  with  the  non-fraternity  men.  *  *  *  * 
College  friendships  should  not  be  confined  to  the  narrow 
limits  of  the  chapter  house.  If  representatives  of  other  fra- 
ternities are  invited  to  social  affairs  in  chapter  houses,  and 
they  should  be,  representatives  of  the  non-fraternity  men  also 
should  be  invited,  and  frequently  entertainments  should  be 
given  especially  for  the  latter.  If  this  does  not  appeal  to  you 
from  the  standpoint  of  broad-minded  brotherhood,  perhaps 
it  may  appeal  to  you  for  your  own  protection,  for  make  up 
your  mind  to  this,  that  in  this  enlightened  age  the  American 
people  will  not  tolerate  undemocratic  organizations  in  their 
institutions  of  learning  and  especially  in  their  state  univer- 
sities." 
And    concludes    an    editorial    summarizing    the    anti-fraternity 

activity  as  follows : 

"All  Greek  letter  organizations  are  appealing  to  their 
chapters  to  remove  these  causes  by  a  return  to  the  funda- 
mental principles  which  animated  their  founders,  by  cul- 
tivating real  democracy  in  the  student  body,  by  instilling 
feelings  of  more  intense  college  loyalty,  by  doing  away  with 
ostentatious  display  and  extravagant  social  functions  and 
most  important  of  all  by  reaching;  and  maintaining;  high 
standards  of  scholarship  and  personal  morality.  Phi  Delta 
Theta  joins  her  sister  Greeks  in  this  appeal.  Our  conven- 
tions have  legislated  and  resolved,  our  officers  have  urged  and 
our  alumni  have  discussed;  it  is  now  up  to  our  active  men 
to  DO.  The  future  of  fraternities  lies  in  the  active  chapters 
and  on  them  the  collegre  world  has  turned  its  search  light 
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to  discover  their  rise  or  fall  to  their  present  great  respon- 
sibilitiy.  In  the  words  of  the  great  admiral,  Phi  Delta 
Theta  expects  every  chapter  to  do  its  duty." 

And  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  expects  not  only'everv  chapter  to  do  its 
duty  m  this  regard,  but  expects  every  member  to  do  his  dutv  and  to 
see  that  his  chapter  is  doing  its  duty.     Brothers,  the  future  rests  with 


vou. 
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COLLEGIATE. 

Three  thousand  college  students  are  to  watch  the  polls  in  New 
York  on  registration  and  election  days  to  prevent  floaters  and  re- 
peaters from  casting  ballots.  These  students  have  been  engaged  by 
the  Honest  Ballot  Association. 


The  University  of  Chicago  recently  added  to  the  resources  of  the 
Harper  Memorial  Library  the  Durrett  collection  of  Louisville,  Ky. 
This  well-known  collection  of  material  treats,  in  the  main,  of  South- 
ern and  early  Western  history.  It  w^as  brought  together  by  Colonel 
Reuben  T.  Durrett  during  the  period  from  1856  to  the  present  time, 
and  it  contains  some  exceedingly  important  manuscripts,  newspaper 
files,  and  books.  The  manuscripts  treating  of  our  early  national  de- 
velopment are  valuable  sources  which  have  been  used  by  only  one  or 
two  American  historians.  The  newspapers  cover  closely  the  history 
of  the  Ohio  valley  during  the  period  from  1798  to  1860,  important 
files  being  those  of  the  Lexington  Gazette  and  of  the  Louisville 
Courier  for  several  years  prior  to  the  Civil  War.  These  ante-bellum 
newspapers  are  particularly  important  for  students  who  work  in 
Chicago  because,  owing  to  the  great  fire,  there  are  few  such  files  in 
any   of  the  libraries   of  the   city. 

The  books,  like  the  manuscripts  and  newspapers,  treat  mainly  of 
Virginia,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  and  the  Ohio  valley.  On  Kentucky 
Colonel  Durrett  had  gathered,  it  is  thought,  every  item  know^n  to  be 
in  print  and  a  great  deal  that  was  in  manuscript;  so  that  the  L^ni- 
versity  now  has  the  best  library  of  Kentuckiana  in  existence.  The 
collection  is  rich  also  in  literature  on  American  religious,  educational, 
and  social  problems,  and  economic  questions  like  slavery  and  the 
tariff;  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that,  with  a  single  exception,  there  is 
now  no  other  library  in  the  Middle  West  which  offers  the  student  of 
American  history  so  much  of  rich  source  material  for  the  period  from 
1776  to  1860. 

One  of  the  reasons  w^hich  impelled  Colonel  Durrett  to  sell  his 
library  to  the  University  of  Chicago  rather  than  to  some  of  the  other 
great  institutions  which  desired  this  notable  collection  of  books  was 
the  lar^e   attendance   of   Southern   students,   and   especially   students 
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of  history  at  Chicago  in  the  summer  quarter.  The  strength  of  the 
history  department,  and  especially  of  the  courses  in  American  his- 
tory, was  likewise  emphasized  in  the  final  disposition  of  his  extraor- 
dinary collection  of  Americana. 


The  University  of  Maine  has  announced  for  this  year  two  new 
courses  in  pulp  and  paper  chemistry. 


Beginning  with  this  year  students  may  enter  the  college  of  liberal 
arts  of  the  University  of  Syracuse  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 


The  visiting  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  University 
of  Arkansas  has  adopted  some  new  regulations  governing  students. 
All  entertainments  or  social  functions  given  by  students  or  by  any 
organization  of  students  must  be  held  in  the  university  building  and 
be  under  the  supervision  of  university  officers.  The  dean  of  women 
shall  exercise  supervision  over  all  young  women  students,  whether 
boarding  in  the  city  or  in  the  university  dormitory.  Each  chapter  of 
a  fraternity  or  other  group  of  students  residing  in  a  house  shall 
employ  or  keep  during  the  entire  session  of  the  university  a  matron. 


From  The  Eleusis  of  X  Q  we  copy  the  following : 

"One  o  fthe  great  criticisms  one  hears  against  colleges 
to-day  is,  that  they  turn  out  agnostics,  or  at  least  have  little 
care  for  religion.  The  University  of  California,  through 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  V\\  C.  A.,  have  a  system  whereby 
any  fraternity  desiring  a  l)it  of  religious  life  may  have  some 
prominent  clergyman  hold  Bible  classes  in  their  respective 
houses  upon  request." 


The  State  Agricultural  College  of  Kansas  now  allows  any  boy 
or  girl  who  has  been  through  the  eighth  grade  in  the  public  schools 
to  enter  upon  a  three-year  course  in  agriculture,  mechanic  arts,  or 
domestic  science,  without  any  high  school  training  or  other  prepara- 
tory work.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  three-year  course  the  stu- 
dent may,  by  taking  a  year's  preparatory  course,  enter  one  of  the 
regular  four-year  college  courses. 
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The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  Chicago,  which  has 
long  been  known  as  the  College  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  was  purchased  by  the  members  of  the  alumni  association  of 
the  college  and  presented  to  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  college 
was  a  separate  stock  corporation  and  was  valued  at  $217,000. 


Students  at  institutions  w^hich  are  not  far  remote  from  their 
homes  are  taking  advantage  of  the  new  parcels  post  system  to  save 
laundry  expense.  In  many  places  a  saving  of  nearly  fifty  per  cent 
can  be  had  by  sending  laundry  bundles  home. 


Mr.  George  Clinton  Batcheller  has  donated  the  handsome  sum 
of  $25,000  to  William  and  Mary  College  for  the  erection  of  an  audi- 
torium.

The  KA(S)  Chapter  at  Virginia  Military  Institute  has  sur- 
rendered its  charter.  This  step  was  made  necessary  by  a  rule  pro- 
mulgated some  time  ago  by  the  board  of  visitors  requiring  all  new 
cadets  matriculating  at  the  institute  to  pledge  themselves  not  to  join 
fraternities. 


The  fraternities  at  the  University  of  ^lississippi,  which  were 
contesting  the  constitutionality  of  the  recent  statute  of  that  State 
abolishing  fraternities,  succeeded  before  the  chancery  court,  but  the 
law  was  upheld  on  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  State.  An 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Ignited  States  is  now  being  con- 
sidered. 
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The  Missouri  chapter  house  of  the  A  $  sorority  was  partially  de- 
stroyed by  fire  April  13,  1913. 


"Fraternities  are  established  in  forty-four  States— all  ex- 
cept Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  Nevada  and  Arizona.  The 
IIB  $  sorority  entered  the  University  of  Wyoming  in  1910, 
the  $  M  sorority  the  University  of  New  Mexico  in  1911,  the 
AAA  sorority  the  University  of  Nevada  in  1913.  No  soro- 
rity has  yet  entered  the  University  of  Arizona.  At  each  of 
these  four  State  universities  there  is  one  or  more  local  society 
organized  to  secure  a  charter  from  a  fraternity." — The 
Scroll  of  $  A  e. 


The  fraternity  affiliations  of  the  new  Rhodes  scholars  is  given  in 
The  Phi  Gamma  Delta  as  follows: 

"Out  of  forty  recently-elected  Rhodes  scholars  thirteen  at 
least  are  fraternity  men.  It  may  be  that  more  of  the  hon- 
ored scholars  are  Greeks,  as  some  of  the  biographical 
sketches  were  very  brief. 

"Since  the  Rhodes  scholarships  are  the  highest  scholastic 
honor  to  be  obtained  by  American  youth,  this  splendid  show- 
ing of  fraternity  men  will  prove  quite  a  set-back  to  the  op- 
penents  of  the  fraternity  system  who  maintain  that  frater- 
nity membership  is  inimical  to  scholarship. 

"Of  the  twenty-seven  'other'  Rhodes  scholars,  not  men- 
tioned below,  it  is  possible  that  some  are  fraternity  men, 
while  others  might  have  been  had  they  not  graduated  from 
institutions  where  there  were  no  fraternities. 

"The  honored  fraternities  are  as  follows:  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  2  men;  Delta  Upsilon,  2  men;  Kappa  Alpha,  2  men; 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  2  men;  Psi  Upsilon,  Delta  Kappa  Epsi- 
lon,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Phi  Alpha  Delta  and  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  1  man  each." 


Sororities  at  Barnard  College  have  been  suspended,  and  this 
action  may  probably  mean  their  abolishment.  By  resolution  of  the 
faculty  committee  on  student  organization  it  is  ordered, 

"That  for  a  term  of  three  years,  commencms;  October  1, 

1913,  no  society  of  a  social  character  at  Barnard  College,  of 
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which  the  organizations,  the  emblems,  and  the  rites  are  in 
any  way  secret  and  which  has  National  affiliations,  shall  be 
alloweo  to  elect  new  members. 


The  Dennison  Chapter  of  K  2  has  furnished  us  an  example 
which  is  worthy  of  imitation  by  every  fraternity  chapter.  We  quote 
from   The  Caduceus  of  K  2 : 

"Hats  off  to  Gamma-Xi  Chapter  I  A  chapter  of  a  frater- 
nity giving  a  house-party  to  the  mothers  of  its  members  does 
not  seem  to  be  indicative  of  snobbery.  A  house  where  a 
young  man  will  invite  his  mother  is  good  enough  for  that 
mother's  bov!" 


The  fraternity  situation  at  two  universities  has  been  commented 
upon   recently  in  two   fraternity   publications.      Of   the   situation   at 
Wooster  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  has  the  following  to  say: 
"If  we  rightly  understand  the  situation  at  Wooster,  fra- 
ternities have  been  ousted  because  it  was  the  most  profitable 
thing  to  do.     Apparently,  some  gentleman  of  means  offered 
a  substantial  addition  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  univer- 
sity with  the  proviso  that  fraternities  be   barred   from  the 
institution.     The  trustees  decided  to  accept  the  condition  of 
the  gift  and  sounded  the  death  knell. 

We  can  readily  imagine  circumstances  moving  a  board 
of  conscientious  trustees  to  prohibit  the  existence  of  frater- 
nities. Fraternities  have  been  known  to  do  evil  things,  and 
by  a  persistent  and  long  continued  course  of  misconduct,  to 
jeopardize  the  standing,  lower  the  character,  to  break  up  the 
discipline  of  an  institution.  When  such  conditions  arise  we 
hold  that  it  is  the  right  and  the  duty  of  trustees  to  dissolve 
fraternities  or,  at  least,  to  prohibit  them  as  school  organi- 
zations. 

But  we  do  not  think  that  they  should  permit  their  judg- 
ment to  be  purchased.  However  urgent  may  be  the  need  of 
funds,  there  can  be  no  justification  for  selling  to  the  highest 
bidder  the  right  to  manage  the  affairs  and  determine  the 
policy  of  an  institution.  The  institution  that  will  sell  its 
privilege  to  maintain  discipline  in  a  given  manner  is  likely 
to  barter  away  its  other  prerogatives.  Having  sold  its  fra- 
ternities, we  shall  not  be  surprised  if  Wooster  abolishes  its 
Greek  department  at  the  behest  of  the  next  Mr.  Money  Bag 
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who  threatens  to  make  a  contribution.  And  we  shall,  no 
doubt,  soon  be  treated  to  the  very  edifying  spectacle  of  poor 
Wooster  delivering  up  its  department  of  religion  to  some  rich 
nabob  who  happens  to  be  just  a  little  prejudiced  against  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Poor  Wooster!  What  a  mess  she  has  made!  From  her 
doors  have  gone  many  of  Ohio's  brilliant  men.  Even  the 
nation  is  indebted  to  her  for  her  substantial  contribution 
to  the  wisdom,  the  energy,  the  wealth  and  learning  of  the 
countr}\  Her  alumni,  trained  and  schooled  in  the  paths  of 
moral  rectitude,  have  reflected  upon  her  glory  and  honor. 
But  what  of  tomorrow?  If  any  of  the  young  men  now  at 
her  feet,  shall  in  the  years  to  come  sacrifice  principle  to  gold, 
who  will  bear  the  onus?  If  the  future  statesman,  now  scan- 
ning Homer  in  her  classrooms,  prefers  wealth  to  the  rew^ards 
of  a  satisfied  constituency,  w^here  has  he  learned  the  lesson? 
If  the  embryonic  doctor,  now  a  verdant  freshman,  sells  his 
professional  honor  for  thirty  pieces,  w^hose  example  made 
him  weak?  If  the  young  captain  of  industry,  now  a  stu- 
dent, grinds  dividends  out  of  children's  needs  and  women's 
woes,  who  taught  him  the  value  of  gold? 

The  fraternities  are  not  injured  particularly  by  the  action 
of  Wooster.  One  chapter  more  or  less  neither  makes  nor 
breaks  fraternities  now^adays.  Fraternities  will  trail  the 
even  tenor  of  their  way  undismayed  and  unfaltering.  They 
will  still  teach  men  the  great  principles  upon  which  they  are 
founded.  They  will  still  hold  aloft  the  fine,  glorious  ideals 
of  consecrated  manhood.  They  will  still  insist,  Wooster's 
horrible  example  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  that  there 
are  some  things  money  cannot  buy,  that  honor  is  preferable 
to  gold,  that  principles  are  eternal  as  the  skies,  while  gold 
is  of  the  earth  and  earthy.  If  the  colleegs  of  America  are 
intent  upon  bartering  their  sacred  honor  for  endowments, 
what  force,  other  than  the  church  and  the  college  fraterni- 
ties can  be  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  instilling  the  old-fash- 
ioned moral  principles  that  have  found  acceptance  wherever 
man  has  raised  himself  above  the  savage?" 
And  the  Alpha  Phi  Quarterly  discusses  the  situation  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  ^Michigan  as  follows: 

"During  the  past  few  weeks  there  have  been  numerous 
statements  in  the  newspapers  to  the  eft'ect  that  the  faculty  of 
the  University  of  Michigan  is  preparing  to  abolish  the  fra-

ternities  at  that  institution,  and  that  the  fraternities  will  be 
ousted  in  two  years,  if  they  do  not  before  that  time 
show  cause  why  they  should  be  allowed  to  remain,  or,  as 
one  story  had  it,  if  they  do  not  'bring  about  such  reforms 
as  would  justify  their  continued  existence.' 

These  newspaper  reports  are,  like  many  newspaper  re- 
ports, very  far  from  the  truth.  During  the  past  winter  a 
faculty  committee  on  house  clubs  has  been  in  consultation 
with  the  Intersorority  Association,  with  the  Interfraternity 
Conference  and  with  representatives  of  the  local  societies 
and  sectional  clubs  of  the  university;  the  result  of  these  con- 
sultations and  conferences  has  been  presented  to  the  faculty 
in  a  report  by  its  committee,  recommending  that  the  various 
matters  considered  by  the  committee — including  rushing 
rules,  pledging  rules,  house  rules,  means  for  improving 
scholarship,  etc. — be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  house  clubs 
to  work  out  for  themselves  during  the  next  two  years.  There 
has  been  no  suggestion  of  abolishing  the  fraternities,  no  at- 
tempt by  the  faculty  to  impose  any  specific  regulations; 
the  societies  are  given  two  years  within  which  to  work  out 
for  themselves  the  betterments  which  the}-  had  already  begun 
to  plan,  and  which,  in  the  case  of  the  sororities,  had  been 
practically  decided  upon  before  the  faculty  committee  made 
its   report. 

\A^e  are  glad  to  be  able  to  furnish  our  readers  with  an  au- 
thoritative view  of  the  situation  in  the  form  of  a  statement 
from  Professor  Lloyd,  chairman  of  the  faculty  committee  on 
house   clubs,   as   follows: 

'Naturally,  after  taking  special  pains  to  prevent  sensa- 
tional reports  of  its  investigation  and  recommendations  af- 
fecting the  fraternities  and  sororities  at  the  university,  the 
committee  is  much  annoyed  at  the  inexcusable  misrepresen- 
tations which  have  appeared  in  some  of  the  papers  of  the 
country.  ^lost  people  know  enough  not  to  trust  newspaper 
"stories,"  but  some,  it  seems,  have  taken  undue  alarm.  Let 
me  say,  then,  that  our  purpose  from  the  beginning  has  been 
to  work  with  the  clubs  in  the  improvement  which  we  know 
they  themselves  have  desired.  We  have  regarded  the  clubs 
as  serviceable  to  the  university,  and  have  wished  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  bring  their  possible  service  up  to  the  high- 
est efficiencv.     \A>  have  had  no  intention,  and  we  know  of 
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no  intention  in  the  University  Senate,  either  now  or  two 
years  hence,  to  abolish  any  of  the  clubs.  We  are  simply 
suggesting  that  the  clubs  in  their  various  groups  take  action 
along  certain  general  lines,  and  we  are  asking  them  within 
a  certain  time  to  act,  particularly  in  such  ways  as  they  think 
best,  upon  our  suggestions.  To  anyone  reading  our  report 
for  what  it  really  says,  instead  of  for  what  will  make  a  sen- 
sation, this  must  be  very  easily  apparent.'  "* 


The  seventh  national  convention  of  Z  Y,  the  literary  fraternity, 
was  held  at  Ashland,  Va.,  with  the  Randolph-Macon  Chapter,  Janu- 
ary 2d  and  3d.  A  new  constitution,  a  new  charter  form,  an  official 
seal,  and  a  certificate  of  membership  were  adopted  and  a  prose 
fiction  contest  among  the  chapters  announced.  A  charter  was  granted 
to  the  Enslish  Club  of  the  Universitv  of  Texas. 
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THE  ALUMNUS. 

The  relation  that  should  exist  between  an  alumnus  and  his  chapter 
and  fraternity  have,  I  know,  often  been  discussed  to  a  great  extent 
many  times  before.  However,  it  seems  that  a  great  many  chapters 
are  still  unable  to  keep  in  touch  with  their  former  active  members.  In 
a  certain  degree  I  think  the  chapters  will  take  some  of  the  blame  upon 
themselves,  but  from  the  standpoint  of  an  alumnus  I  have  come  to  be- 
lieve that  the  fault  lies  mostly  with  the  man  who  has  left  his  college. 

When  a  man  has  once  left  college  for  good  there  naturally  comes 
a  tendency  to  drift  away  from  the  fraternity,  due  to  lack  of  associa- 
tion with  his  brothers  and  his  becoming  occupied  along  other  lines. 
Occasionally,  at  least,  we  are  brought  in  contact  with  a  brother  or 
member  of  some  other  fraternity  other  than  our  own.  Immediately 
our  heart  goes  back  to  student  activities,  and  a  discussion  along  a 
fraternal  trend  is  the  result.  Therefore  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying 
that  there  ever  exists  somewhere  in  the  heart  of  an  alumnus  the  same 
love  and  interest  in  his  fraternity  that  he  formerly  had  while  in  col- 
lege. But  we  may  hear  one  of  our  active  men  say  that  a  certain  one 
who  has  drifted  away  does  not  manifest  the  interest  that  he  should 
have.  Right  here  is  where  that  alumnus  may  square  himself,  so  to 
speak.  An  occasional  letter  from  him  to  his  chapter  is  always  gladly 
received  by  them  and  appreciated  and  serves  to  arouse  the  feeling 
that  their  old  men  are  still  back  of  them  and  ready  to  aid  them.  This 
will  serve  as  an  incentive  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  greater  things 
that  a  chapter  is  always  striving  for. 

Visits  to  a  chapter  are  ever  appreciated  as  well  and  show  the  in- 
terest that  an  alumnus  has  more  than  anything  else.  But  last  but  not 
least  it  seems  to  me  to  be  next  to  the  impossible  for  any  alumnus  to 
profess  that  he  is  following  the  work  of  his  fraternity  when  he  never 
sees  the  Journal.  To  me  one  who  is  far  removed  from  the  actual 
workings,  namely.  Western  Canada,  the  Journal  receives  almost  the 
same  greeting  that  was  given  to  that  monthly  cheque  which  we  looked 
for  while  in  school. 

While  the  alumni  as  a  whole  may  not  be  able  to  assists  the  active 
brothers  in  the  immediate  work  they  have  at  hand,  there  is  surely  a

good  that  they  can  always  do  for  the  fraternity.  By  keeping  posted 
•on  progress  of  the  organization  they  are  in  a  position  to  converse  in- 
telligently with  a  brother  or  other  Greek-letter  man  or  person  whom 
one  may  meet.  At  all  times  ones  words  and  actions  should  be  such 
that  they  can  be  placed  on  the  credit  side  for  his  fraternity.  Many 
times  one  meets  with  people  who  have  a  very  vague  or  wrong  idea  of 
the  true  purpose  of  Greek-letter  organizations.  In  such  a  case  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  all  alumni  with  the  true  spirit  to  get  in  a 
little  good  work  for  the  whole  fraternity  world,  especially  when  we 
are  aware  of  the  numerous  anti-fraternity  movements  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country. 

To  express  all  in  a  few  words,  much  can  be  done  in  the  outside 
world  to  further  the  ideals  of  one's  fraternity.  Never  becoming  lost 
as  to  the  progress  being  made,  and  keeping  in  close  touch  with  one's 
local  chapter,  giving  them  the  feeling  that  you  are  ever  with  them, 
which  will  always  be  a  strengthening  influence.  The  ideals  of  one's 
fraternity  should  never  be  forgotten,  no  matter  how  far  removed  you 
may  be,  otherwise  you  are  not  only  leaving  yourself  open  to  reproof, 
i)ut  your  entire  fraternity.
